How Hussars Got the Name. 

Hussars do not derive their names 
from any sort of a wurcry or cheer. The 
name is from the Magyar word houtzar, 
meaning the twentieth. Huesars, ns 
cavalry soldiers, were first confined to 
Hungary. In 1445 the crown passed a 
law couipeiliug the peasants to supply 
one man out of every 20 of their num¬ 
ber, and that man a horseman, to the 
army of j tlie state. The first hussars 
were recruited from the inhabitants of 
the immense Hungarian plains—strong, 
hardy fellows, with sinews supple as 
steel, who spent their life in the saddle.

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ARCTIC RES EARCH 

A Young Prince of the House of Savoy Reaches 
th^ Farthest Point North Yet Touched. 


HERE'is a fascination ai)out Arc- 
V|^ tic exploration which nullifies the 
(tangem and privations, and im¬ 
pels adv'enturous men to brave the ter¬ 
rors of the frozen solitudes and nations 
in generous rivalry to send expedition 
after expedition to wrest from the ice- 
locked bosom of the North the secret 
which it has guarded successfully since 
the creation of the world. Little by 
little, one degree after another has 
yielded to the determined heroism of 
man, but the goal is still 200 miles dis¬ 
tant. It is doubtful if the contribution 
to science and geographical knowledge 
resulting from the discovery of the 
North Pole would be commensurate 
with the awful loss of life and vast ex¬ 
pense attending the effort to reach it. 
But love of adventure, honorable ambi¬ 
tion to achieve what so many have fail¬ 
ed to accomplish, and man’s coiuiuer- 
ing spirit which cannot rest while any 
obstacle remains to overcome, have in¬ 
duced scores of attempts wliich hither¬ 
to have failed of tlie main purpose, l)ut 
have not weakene<l tlie determination 
of others to battle witli the awful soli¬ 


cles instead of oblique circles as here.” 

There n-ill be nothing to designate the 
pole when it is reached, except the ob¬ 
servations which fix the geographical 
point. The explorer takes frequent ob¬ 
servations of the sun along his route to 
determine his latitude and longitude. 
By computation he should know when 
he has reached the earth's apex. 
The series of observations are after¬ 
ward corrected whenever the exploring 
party reaches the ba.se of operations or 
wherever the standard chronometer is 
left. Peary, for example, who is now 
in the north, and may have reached the 
pole, has witli him six chronometers 
rated for different times, and showing 
Greenwich mean time, Washington 
mean time, and one rated at some con¬ 
venient camp, and indicating the local 
time of tliat place. By this chrono¬ 
meter his more northern observations 
would be (“omputed, with corrections or 
errors added or eliminated, this to indi¬ 
cate preK'isely the places of observation. 
Again, when civilization is reached the 
observations would l)e again computed 
witli astronomical observations made 


stance a pickpocket, a professional beg¬ 
gar, or a habitual "drunk and disorder¬ 
ly” is brought up for his or her fourth 
or fifth conviction.

That means banishment for life. The 
criminal Jiever sees his old haunts, 
never mixes with his old comiianions 
again save in exile. It will no louge-' 
be iwssible for him to commit crime, 
or to contaminate the society which has 
now finished with him. Moreover, he 
has got to work, and if he won t do 
that, he will find his food cut down and 
himself in a prison, which is made Just 
about as uncomfortable for him as it 
can l)e. 

France possesses two of these dump¬ 
ing grounds for human refu.se, as they 
may be called. One is French Guiana, 
which is about one of the iiest plaws 
in the world to get out of aud stay 
away from. The other is the Isle of 
IMnes, wliich is a coral-fringed paradise 
far away in tlie South Fad tic, one of 
the most iH'autiful spots ever trodden 
by human feet, or darkened by the 
pres'eiK'C of hiunaii criiiio.

tudes, terrible rigoi-s, aud enormous 
dltllculties of the unknown North. 

The latest exiieditlon has been the 
niost successful of all. The Duke of 
Abruzzl, a young scion of Italian royal¬ 
ty, has recently returned from a voyag*' 
of explonition wlilcli p«‘netrated fur¬ 
ther into the polar regions than man 
has ever betm before to tlie knowledge 
of the world. Even Nansen, the in¬ 
trepid, who, until Abruzzl's voyage hud 
the honor of going farKiest nortli, did 
not get nearer than 2 t'i 0 miles of tlie 
pole, a distance, to be sure, less than 
from New York to BuffiUo, but 1!) min¬ 
utes of latitude, or twenty miles, short 
of Abruzzl's highest point. This does 
not seem to be a great advance, but it 
Is a distinct aclilevemeut and brings 
the pole twenty miles nearer than ever 
before, and represents an aclilevement 
which never liefore crowned tlie en¬ 
deavors of man. The nearer one ap¬ 
proaches tlie pole, tlie gri'ater the ditli- 
cultics. To advance a .single mile is 
often a physical Imimsslblllty on ac¬ 
count of the ice liarrier. Twenty miles 
may reiiresent tlie lalior of wtieks un¬ 
der conditions which would appall any 
but the stouti'st liearts and exhaust all 
but the most robust pliysliiues. 

The North Pole Described. 

What is the North l*ole about which 
so much is heard? An answer to this 
question is found herewith: It is sim¬ 
ply the mathematical point . wliich 
marlfs^e northern termination of the 
axis of the^rth. It is a place where 
there are 90 degrees of laUtude, or 
none, aud 3G0 «4<'gree« of longitude, or 
none at all, Jijst as one prefers to look 
at it A man standing at the North 
Pole would have to go south whichever 
way he stepped. There is no nortli. no 
east, no west. Should he stand at tlie 
pole for a year he would have but one 
night and one day. The sun would rise 
on March 21 and set on Sept. 21, not to 
rise until the following March. “After 
rising,” says a writer, “the sun would 
circle through the heavens as if rolling 
along the horizon, ascending every 
twenty-four hours a little higher, until 
on June 21 it would be 23% degrees 
above the horizon. Then it would grad¬ 
ually sink until sunset Sept. 21. Dur¬ 
ing the night at the pole ail the heaven¬ 
ly bodies would move in horizontal dr¬ 


at Washington, and would then be add¬ 
ed to the various nautical tables that 
are supplied to maritime nations. Tliat 
an explorer had reached tlie pole could 
be jiroved from his oliservntions, and 
would ri'solve itself to a matter of 
matliematlcal calculatiou. 

Other lCxi>cditloii8. 

Intense' Interest is felt in tlie result 
of the investigations being made at the 
present time, in which i«) many nation¬ 
alities are intercstiMl. Lieut. I’enry will 
probably 1 h' the first to lie lieard from 
among those wlio tiuring the past sum¬ 
mer have been engaged in efforts to 
reacli the limit of latitude. His exiie- 
ditlou opertites from ins northermost 
supply oil Wt'stern Greenland, from 
wliich lie was scliednled to make a 490- 
nille (Insli for the pole. 

The Uussian exiiedition, wliicli lias 
lieen equipped for the discovery of tlie 
pole, lias winter quarters in .Mattliew 
Strait and its main olijective is Nova 
Zenibla, with iiossible advances fartlier 
luirthward. 

Tlie Norwegian exix'dition now is 
supiKised to be lockisl in tlie vicinity of 
the pole. It is under the command of 
('apt. Otto .Sverdrup, the indomitatde 
lieutenant of Explorer Nansen, and tlie 
noted Frnni is tlie vc.ssel on which the 
expedition .sailed. 

A German exiK'dition under tlie com¬ 
mand of ('apt. Ham'diidalil of the (Jer- 
nian irtiperlal navy, has started in .a 
small sclimmer with tlie determination 
to reacli tlie Nortli I'ole. 

The last heard from the Danish expe¬ 
dition of which Lieut. Andrup is In 
command, was that It had readied 74% 
degrees north latitude on the east coast 
of Greenland. 

The Kolthoff expedition i.s in the 
same vldinlty and after exploring Sa¬ 
bine Island, proposes making a dash 
northward. 

Robert Stein is exploring the un¬ 
known territory of Ellsmere land on his 
own account.

The new lock consists of two steel 
chambers one for ascending and tlie 
otiier for descending boats. Eacli cliain- 
ber is divided into two parts, an iiii|ier 
one containing water to receive the 
lioars ami a lower one containing com¬ 
pressed air on wlii. li tlie upper cham¬ 
ber lioats. Wlieii a boat has been run 
into tlie upper cliamber it is either low¬ 
ered or raised, as may be desired, by 
filling or exliausting the air chamlH'r 
beneath it. 

AVliere I'cter the (Jroat Lodged. 

In the quaint town of Zaarudam, in 
Holland, I'eter the Great came in IC'.IT 
to learn tlie trade of shipbuilding. He 
worked like any ordinary workman, 
under the name of IVter Michaelhoff.

DEFECTS OF VISION. 


.VIILLIONS OF AMERICANS HAVE 
WEAK EYES. 

Sight of Feopte of United States Grows 
Poorer Year by Tear—Desks Should 
Be Placed So that Light May Fall 
Upon Them from Left and Above. 

Are we to become a nation of specta¬ 
cle-weai-ers’/ It has been observed by 
competent medical authority that there 
is a progressive tendency to myopia in 
office employes and school-teachers due 
to the nature of their work and defect¬ 
ive light. The direction in which il¬ 
lumination enters the office and school¬ 
room is of supreme importance. It is 
asserted by experts that light admitted 
full in the face is fatal to eyesight, 
while light from behind throws the 
shadow of the body upon the desk and 
the book. Light from both sides throws 
a double set of shadows, due to the in¬ 
terference of light waves, but coming 
from the left and from overhead win¬ 
dows falls directly upon the desk. -V 
French commission some time since 
stated that from each desk there should 
be visible a strip of sky at least thirtj 
centimeters wide, measured from the 
lop of the window.

The lower cl:tsses in the 
Latin schools showed V2.o per cent, and 
the liiglier class o.'i.S per cent of ncar- 
sightediiess. Dr. Loriiig, in examining 
llic pupils In the public schools in New 
York, found 24 per cent of the children 
of German parentage iieurslghted; of 
American descent, 19 per eeiit, aud of 
Irisli parentage only 14 per cent. Of 
500 colored children Dr. Gallan foimd 
3 2-5 per cent Jlyopic in one seltool cud 
1 1-5 per cent in anotlier. Tiie infer¬ 
ence drawn liy ITofessor Beitzell, of 
Fennsj Ivania, from these observations 
is tliat the ehlldreii of these national¬ 
ities, most cotninonly engaged in study 
itnd eye work, Itave tlie greater jiropor- 
tloiiate amount of myopic ehan»e, 
wliile those aceustoiiied more to out¬ 
door life and restlug tlieir eyes largely 
upon remote objects are geuerally free 
from the affeetlou. Further observa- 
tious made by Professor Cohn revealed 
the fact that the percentage of myopia 
varied from 1.8 to (i.O lu the better 
lighted buildings, while tlie schools on 
narrow streets, where the light wtis 
more or less obstructed, showeti a iiro- 
portlon of 7.4 to 15.1 per cent. 

From observations made in the public 
scliools of Fhiladelphia it was found 
that the ratio of spectacle-wearing chil¬ 
dren is progressive, showing 1 per cent, 
in the primary grades, 5 1-3 per cent 
in tlie intermediate grades and rising 
in the high schools to 12 2-9 per cent. 
Tliere are no statistics bearing on my¬ 
opia as superlndueed by faulty llglit Iti 
office buildings, but the percentage 
must be larger, Jttdging liy the numlier 
of adult spectacle-wearers wlio liave 
not yet reaelied tlie age when vision 
natunilly lias to lie ttsslsted liy glasses. 
The oliservations as to school cliildren 
Indlciite overstraining of tlie eyes to 
insuflieient or excessive llglit, glaring 
and eonflicting liglits, light coming 
from the wrong direction, too iirolouged 
use of the eye in study wltliout fre¬ 
quent change of focus to distant ob¬ 
jects, the use of too small t.vpe in the 
printed page, reading from the black¬ 
board at too great a distance, the bad 
position of the body assumed in the ex¬ 
ecution of the slant system of peumaii- 
ship, causing spinal curvature ns well 
as myopia and other defects of vision. 
The statistics tiuotetl showing an in¬ 
crease of the affection lu America, fur¬ 
nish abundant ground for reflection to 
members of scliool liottrds and to iiulld- 
ers of office buildings, and sliould 
prompt n timely halt lest the people of 
this country be reduced to tlic myopic 
condition of other nations thus sadly 
afflicted.—Dallas News.
